Washington, June 19.—(Special.)— 
John T. Boifeuillet, of Macon, Ga., and 
London, England, clerk of the Georgia

Mr. Boifeuillet came over on the 
steamer Philadelphia, which had on 
board a stoker who was driven insane 
from the heat and committed suicide 
and 275 bright eyed, rosy cheeked Irish 
girls seeking work in this country.

The Fifth regiment and all other At- 
lanta organizations of the Georgia na- 
tional guard, following orders issued to 
Governor Harris from President Wil- 
son Sunday night, will go into service 
at the armory this morning at 8 o’clock. 
Before another week passes they will 
‘be ‘encamped on the mobilization field 
at Macon. A few more weeks or months 
and they will be on the border, or, may- 
hap, in Mexico itself! 

The call to the colors, with the pros- 
pects of heroism and adventure that 
it means, brought hundreds of youths 
and men to the armory to enlist Mon- 
day. Up to midnight last night 111 
new men had been enlisted into the 
various military organizations of At- 
lanta, many had been turned down on 
account of physical defects, and a hun- 
dred more were standing in line wait- 


Following orders issued yesterday 
morning by Adjutant General J. Van 
Holt Nash, all the units of Georgia’s 
militia, with the exception of the coast 
artillery corps and one unattached bat- 
talion of infantry, will mobilize this 
morning at 8 o’clock at their respec- 
tive armories. It is expected that be- 
fore the end of the week, Perhaps by 
Thursday, the orders of President Wil- 
son instructing Governor Nat E. Har- 
ris to mobilize the Georgia state 
troops at Macon for serwice on the 
Mexican border will have been exe- 
cuted. 


San Antonio, Texas, June 19.—Mexi- 
can government troops were reported 
tonight to be marching toward Del Rio, 
fa border town about 100 miles up the 
Rio Grande from Eagle Pass, with the 
announced intention of attacking the 
Americans there. This information was 
the most notable bit of evidence indi- 
cating the attitude of the de facto

“INFANTRY QUIET 
ON FRENCH FRONT. 


-On the front in France only one in- 
fantry action took place Monday. This 
was betwe the Avre and the Oise, 
where the Germans attempted to ap- 
proach the French lines, but were re- 
pulsed with hand grenades. Only bom- 
bardments, violent in the region north- 
east of Verdun and against the British 
positions near Neuville St. Vaast, but 
intermittent elsewhere, have taken 
place along the rest of the line in 
France and Belgium. 

Numerous battles in the air, in which 
gzix German machines, among them two 
Fokkers, were driven down by the 
British, are recorded in the British of- 
ficial communication. The British them- 
aelves lost two aircraft. 

A severe battle between the Aus- 
trians and Italians is in progress on 
the Setti Communi plateau, to the west 
of Asiago. On the various other sec- 
tors southeast of Trent numerous Aus- 
trians attacks have been repulsed. 
The Italians report some progress for 
their troops northeast om Asiago and 
the capture of 100 Austrians and two 
‘machine guns.

Governor Nat E. Harris stated yes- 
terday that as soon as the state mili- 
tia is mobilized in Macon he intends 
to go to the camp and visit them and 
address them. The governor was deep- 
ly ved at the patriotic spirit with 
which the men of Georgia, especially 
the young men, are responding to the 
call for recruits for the national guard, 
and he spoke of them in terms of en- 
dearment, as “my boys.” 

The governor further stated that 
when the Georgia troops go to the 
Mexican border it is his purpose to 
visit them again there and to see to 
it that: they are taken care of in the 
best possible. manner. 

The governor is a distinguished vet- 
eran’ of the civil war and has always 
shown a great interest in the state 
militia. 

‘If I could get away” said the gov- 
ernor Monday morning, “I would. go 
with my boys. That’s what they are— 
my boys, ang I love ‘em, every one of 
‘em. If it was my state that was be- 
ing threatened, I would go with them. 
I'd get right out of the governor’s 
chair and you'd find me right in the 
trenches fighting alongside of them. 

“I am determined on one thing, and 
that is that the Georgia boys are going 
to be taken care of during their serv- 
ice as well as any soldiers who serve 
the nation. I am going to Macon to 
see the camp and to talk to my boys. 
And when they go-to the border, even 
if they are then troops of the United 
States, rather than troops of. Georgia, 
I am going to the border and see that 
they are properly cared for there. 

“It does my heart good to see them 
tespond to the call with such readiness 
and patriotism. I know beyond doubt 
that my boys from Georgia will reflect 
honor on their state under all circum- 
stances and that they will do their duty 
to the full.limit no matter what the 
demand made upon them.” 

Prior to his departure for Blue Ridge 
Monday afternoon to make an inspec- 
tion of the. sulphur fumes in the af- 
fected district of north Georgia, the 
governor said: 

“Please say for me that it is with 
deepest regret that I leave the capitol 
during the mobilization of the state’s 
troops, and that it is only under the 
stress of an important engagement al- 
ready made that I do so. I shall return 
at the earliest possible moment.”

The recruits were restricted to no 
particular company or military organ- 
ization Monday, but all the companies 
of the Fifth regiment, the Governor's 
Horse Guard, the Atlanta artillery and 
the field hospital corps were mate- 
rially added to. These comprise the 
organizations that will go into serv- 
ice this morning with full pay. 

Colonel Orville Hall, commanding the 
Fifth regiment, was greatly pleased 
with the progress of recruiting the first 
day, and declared that he had every 
reason to believe that the Fifth will be 
recruited to its minimum peace strength 
within the next day or so.

Adjutant General Nash stated Mon- 
day that the -camp was practically 
ready for the troops at the time the 
order from Washington arrived. He 


stated that in anticipation of such a 
possible order, the grounds had been 
laid off for months and that pegs are 
driven where each tent will be placed 
and company streets are laid out. The 
contract for the water and light sup- 
ply has been drawn for months, lum- 
ber and screens made available and 
all other details carefully arranged for. 

The adjutant general will begin 
sending wagons and other equipment 
to Macon today. 

The equipment for men which has 
been issued to the state militia 
so far is sufficient to take care 
of only the minimum peace strength, 
but ample uniforms, guns and other 
supplies are stored in the United 
States arsenal at Augusta and will be 
sent to Macon as needed for men en- 
listed to bring the Georgia detachments 
up to maximum war strength. 

Must Mobilize First. 

The time when the state troops will 
move to Macon is dependent upon the 
length of time which will be required 
for the completion of their mobiliza- 
tion with full peace strength at their 
home stations. As each unit is mob- 
ilized, its commander will so report to 
General Nash. General Nash has al- 
lowed one week’s time for the purpose, 
but it is regarded as likely that this 
much time time will not be required. 

The keenest interest and warmest en- 
thusiasm are being evinced all over the 
state in recruiting and in the local mo- 
bilizations which will take place this 
morning. Adjutant General Nash and 
Governor Harris were receiving tele- 
grams all day Monday telling of the 
readiness of companies located in all 
parts of the state to serve, and from 
individuals, many of them prominent in 
the state, offering their services. 

The offices of the adjutant general 
were the scene of great activity and 
interest all day long and until late 


All day long and late into the night 
recruiting was in progress at the arm- 
ory of ‘the Fifth regiment in Atlanta, 
and indications were that this morning 
will see the regiment recruited to its 
full peace strength, which will utilize 
all the equipment now on hand at the 
armory.

GOVERNORS AID 
MOBILIZATION. 


Although practically no details cone 
cerning the mobilization of national 
guardsmen reached the war depart- 
ment today, acknowledgments o the 
orders came from every governor with 
word that the troops had been ordered 
under arms. In several instances a re- 
quest that the state be allowed to send 
its full contingent to the border in- 
stead of the regiments or brigades 
called for, accompanied the acknow]l- 
edgment. Governor Dunne, of Illinois, 
was one of those who made this re- 
quest. 

Secretary Baker announced during 
the day that he had asked Representa- 
tive ay and Senator Chamberlain, 
chairmen of the house and senate mil- 
itary committees, to endeavor to bring 
about the adoption by,congress of a 
resolution it ped into immediate ef- 
fect the militia draft provisions of the 
new army organization bill, which will 
become effective July 1. The, resolu- 
tion frobaply will be presented  to- 
morrow in both houses. 

With this information: came also the 
statement that tne orders calling out 
the state troops were so framed’as to 
make it ssible to compel the pres- 
ence at the border, at least, of every 
man enrolled. They were summoned 
as national guardsmen, in which stat- 
us they bear a distinct relation to the 
federal government and by law are 
the first source for securing volun- 
teers who have no connection with the 
states; they were also summoned as 
members of the organized militia and 
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men. 

The pension board has written Secre- 
tary Baker congratulating him on the 
fact that physical standards for enlist- 
ment have not been lowered in the neg- 
ular army because of the difficulty in 
getting men. The examination of all 
guardsmen has been ordered to protect 
the pension rolls from undue inflation. 


NO MORE ORDERS 
TO STATE TROOPS. 


No additional orders had been sent 
to the state troops tonight and none 
will be sent to any unit until it has 
completed muster into the federal serv- 
ice. As fast as this work is accom- 
plehes General Funston will te in- 
ormed that a given number of infan- 
try, cavalry or artillery troops are 
available for his use. He will designate 
the places on the border to which he 
desires foroes of each arm sent. The 
war department then will designate the 
troops to go and arrange for their 
prompt transportation. 

There is nothigg to indicate how 
many troops will be required immedi- 
ately, aJthough in the event of an open 
breach with the Mexican government, 
the whole force proreley would be sent 
to general mobilization camps at suit- 
able points near the international line. 
It has been suggested that 25,000 addi- 
tional men would be sufficient to stiff- 
en the border guard for present pur- 
poses. If that number were sent for- 
ward immediately a part of those re- 
oe yy at state mobilization oints 
would be granted furloughs until time 
for them to relieve those in active 
service, who, in turn, would be given 
furloughs. The plan contemplates 
distributing the duty of guarding the 
border as evenly as possible among all 
the men summoned. It will serve also 
to give the guard needed training and 
grestiy increase the efficiency of the 
orce against future emergencies. 

Should war come, it is virtually cer- 
tain that the remainder of the mobile 
troops of the national guard, probbaly 
30,000 strong, would. be ordered out. 
This force might be supplemented by 
a call for volunteers unless the depart- 
ment found it possible to recruit the 
regular army up to the increased 
strength authorized under the new 
army bill. In ane event, President 
Wilson probably will fix the size of the 
regular army under that act at the full 
strength authorized 44 law, giving a 
total of close to 300,000 regular troops. 

The war department received many 
inquiries today as to what immunities 
would be granted married men who 
are members of the national guard.

Alderman Jesse Armistead Jed the 
fight for the high schools before the 
committee, and later, when the sheet 
was presented for the approval of 
council. He urged the need for more 
money for the high schools and said 
that the committee would be doing a 
very wrong thing if this money was 
not put in the sheet. 

He alsu moved that the money taken 
from the fund for music in the two 
city parks during the summer be re- 
placed. His motion was carried, and 
$1,000 was placed in the sheet for 
each park to provide music on Sunday 
through the summer. 

When the sheet was presented to 
council it bore the favorable signatures 
of Spratt, Williamson and Armistead 
All three urged that the sheet carry 
additional money for the high schools 
Alderman Spratt said that his reason 
for not signing the first sheet favor- 
ably was that it did not carry any (pro- 
vision for the schools.

needed.” 

His motion brought forth another 
storm of discussion. The city attorney 
was asked if such an action would be 
legal, and gave as his opinion that to 
refer the sheet to the improvements 
committee would be entirely legal. 


Need of Charter Reform, 
Councilman Edwin Johnson rose to 


of council and the 

matter is proof of the need 
charter reform. Council will become 
the laughing stock of the entire town. 
I feel that need for reform is self-evi- 
dent. It is about time for a commission 
form of government.” 

Alderman Thomson then gained the 
floor and said: “It is evident that the 
gentleman in question, a member of 
the finance committee, by the way, fa- 
vors charter reform and must want it 
badly. This question is not one of 
charter reform at the present time, 
however, but an effort to come to an 
agreement about the sheet under dis- 
cussion. The gentleman must be re- 
ferring in his remarks about charter 
reform and the need for the same, to 
the time when the finance commit- 
tee ‘swapped ward improvements to get 
things for their section.’” 

He was Forery 96 to the statement 
made by Council Edwin Johnson be- 
fore a recent meeting at the chamber 
of commerce when he told that body 
that it was necessary to “trade” on the 
finance committee if a member hoped 
to get anything for his ward. 

“J will admit what the alderman says 
ig true,” replied Councilman Johnson. 

Councilman J. C. White here rose and 
made a long argument against refer- 
ring the sheet to the improvements 
committee. “As for the remarks of 
Councilman Johnson on the need fora 


reform in the present city government 
let me state to this body here that if 
the proposition of a commission gov- 
ernment or any of its various forms is 
presented to the people for their vote it 
will be hopelessly defeated. I don't 
believe such a proposition would get 
enough votes from the registered vot- 
ers for the city to know a movement 
of that kind had been proposed.” 


Even Worse, Says White. 


“I do not favor,” he continued, “tak- 
ing from the voter his sovereign right 
to say at the ballot who shall run his 
city. The matter of commission gov- 
ernment has been proven totally 
wrong in every respect. That can be 
verified by the records of other cities. 
To inaugurate such a radical step at 
this time would mean the fostering 
on the people of a worse form. of gOvV- 
ernment than the one now used by the 
city. I am absolutely against commis- 
Sion government in any of its forms and 
I feel I have the majority of this coun- 
cil with me and know that the ma- 
jority of the voters of Atlanta are of 
my opinion. To place the government 
of this city in the hands of a few men 
would be to take away from the voter 
his patriotic right.” 

Councilman McCord arose to 
his motion. “I did no 
motion to refer this paper to the pub- 
lic improvements committee would 
bring out a discussion of the needs for 
charter reform and a talk for commis- 
sion government. My proposition was 
made with the simple idea that the 
committee in question cofild handle the 
proposition to the advantage of all of 
council. Jt has done little work this 
year and has a leaning toward a trial 
at something really worth while.

FOR HOSPITAL SERVICE 


Georgia Company Will Be First) 
in Service, Believes Dr. 


C. F. Holton. 


Dr. C. F. Holton, of Atlanta, com- 
manding Georgia Field Hospital com- 
pany No. 1, is fully confident that his 
organization will be the first to report 
for duty, ready to move onto the mob- 
ilization field at full war strength, 
and is equally confident it will be or- 
dered into service on the Mexican bor- 
der almost immediately. 

It is the nearest field hospital outfit 
in the national guard service to the 
Texas border, and is fully equipped 
now to handle 144 patients. The or- 
ganization at this time is enlisted to 
full peace strength, but, to bring it to 
the war strength of 76 men 30 re- 
cruits are needed. These, Dr. Holton 
feels quite certain, will be available 
before nightfall and he believes he will 
be able to report his organization at 
full war strength by 10 o'clock tonight. 
or at the latest by Wednesday morn- 
ing, and ready for service. 

Enlistment in the field hospital serv- 
ice does not require a medical knowl- 
edge, and the service is one of the at- 
tractive branches of the army. The 
organization is open to recruits from 
any (part of the state until the 76 men 
have been put on the company rolls— 
or 30 more than are on at full peace 
strength. 

The Georgia field hospital outfit has 
an exceptional record, in that it has 
outranked the other three hospital or- 
ganizations and yet is only two years 
old. It went into its first camp serv- 
ice in the division encampment in Au- 
gusta two years ago, when it rated 
exceptionally high and drew attention 
from some of the best experienced 
practitioners in the state through its 
handling of cases, and especially the 
several accident cases during the en- 
campment.. The outfit’s second camp 
was at Tobyhana, where its rating of 
efficiency outpointed New York, 
Washington and Pennsylvania.

PROPOSED FOR ATLANTA 


Million-Dollar Corporation, to 
Mine Product in N. C. and Re- 
duce It Here, Being Formed. 


With the development of graphite 
mines in North Carolina and the man- 
ufacture of the various grades of 
graphite products in an extensive fac- 
tory to be erected in Atlanta, as the 
ends in view, the organization of a 
million-dollar corporation, to be com- 
posed of Atlanta, New York and Cana- 
dian capitalists, is under way here and 
the articles of incorporation are in 
course of preparation. 

H. M. Ashe, of H. M. Ashe & Co., 
realty firm, 1330 Healey building, is 
secretary of the organization prelim- 
inary to the formation of the perma- 
nent corporation. The names of Mr. 
Ashe’s associates he declined to reveal 
at this time. 

A tentative organization of a syndi- 
cate has been, formed, preliminary to 
the permanent corporation, which is 
said to have procured a two-year lease 
with option of purchase on extensive 
holdings of mineral lands in North 
Carolina, which, according to an engi- 
neer’s report, contain graphite “in un- 
limited quantities,’’ this property re- 
ported to be for some years rich with 


‘both flake and amorphous graphite. 


According to engineers and others who 
have made expert examination of the 
enterprise, the deposits can be worked 
at a minimum proportionate cost for 
such operations. 

The demand for raphite in the 
United States since the outbreak of 
the war is said to have been and is 
now four times the volume of produc- 
tion. The negotiations, so far as they 
have gone, are based upon antebellum 
prices and conditions, however, and it 
is upon these that the capitalists in- 
volved have become interested.

President Wilson’s call for the national 
guard troops of the United States for service 
upon the Mexican border affords interesting 
opportunity for a fair test of the efficiency 
of the national guard system. 

There has been considerable recent dis- 
cussion of the military qualities and possi- 
bilities of the national guard, especially in 
connection with the enactment of the army 
increase bill by congress. -Various facts 
have been presented ranging all the way 
from downright opposition to the national 
guard as a branch of the national military 
service to a desire to make it the first and 
foremost feature, at least in point of num- 
bers, in the national army. 

Singularly enough, right upon the heels 
of this discussion, the national guard is 
called for and will be put to the test. Un- 
fortunately, perhaps, this test cannot be 
made under the new army bill, because 
present enlistments come under the terms 
of the Dick law, which does not require 
national guard service except where it is 
voluntary, outside of the limits of the 
United States. However, the conditions are 
such as will make the test a thorough one. 
It will call the vast majority of the national 
guard force of the entire country to the 
Mexican border, and possibly give it oppor- 
tunity to cross the border voluntarily, if the 
occasion arises. 

Conditions which came up in connection 
with the war with Spain nearly twenty 
years ago, thoroughly demonstrated the in- 
efficiency of a national guard which is not 
subject to duty beyond the limits of the 
country. When the national guard was 
called out in that war it was necessary to 
reorganize it, recruit it and rebuild it from 
the ground up. That portion of it called 
into service at that time carried 75 per cent 
of new material, both officers and men. 

If the United States would build a thor- 
oughly capable and efficient national guard 
system, it must do it on the basis that when 
a call is made, every man shall answer, re- 
gardless of where or how far he hag to go 
and serve. If in an emergency call it be- 
comes necessary to stop and recruit and re- 
build, then the whole force and efficiency of 
the national guard system are lost. 

It is manifestly out of the question to 
expect or require of the national guard that 
same efficiency and discipline characteristic 
of the regular army, where the men are con- 
tinually on duty twenty-four hours in the 
day. But its membership can be expected 
and required to enlist under the condition 
that they will go whenever called and 
wherever sent. 

As this supreme test of efficiency cOMes 
to the system, it is perhaps fortunate at this 
time that the direction of the national guard 
forces and their co-ordination with the reg- 
ular army is lodged in the hands of Briga- 
dier General Albert L. Mills at the head of 
this particular division of the war depart- 
ment. With so capable and efficient an 
officer’ in charge of the national guard 
branch of the service, it will unquestionably 
have careful and accurate direction, and it 
may be predicted in advance that the test 
will meet no obstacles from that end of.the 
line. 

On the whole, it will no doubt prove for- 
tunate that this opportunity came to the na- 
tional guard just when it did. Upon the 
results attained will depend in large meas- 
ure its future status as part and parcel of 
the United States army. 


MOULTRIE’S BIG MEETING. 


They are in serious earnest down at 
Moultrie, Ga., about that great live stock 
convention which has been called for next 
Tuesday and Wednesday, June 27 and 28. 

“Your presence is urgently requested,” 
says the invitation, and Moultrie means 
every word of it. No Georgia community 
has ever thrown its whole heart and energy 
{into any affair in greater proportion than 
has Moultrie in putting herself back of what 
undoubtedly will be “Georgia’s greatest live 
stock convention.” 

This gathering is not simply a south 
Georgia affair. It is held in a south Georgia 


city because in that territory: most interest 
has been shown in the progress of this in- 
dustry, which, in a short year or two, has 
been developed above and beyond all expec- 
tations. If all the rest of Georgia had been 
as emterprising and energetic in the matter 
of pushing the live stock industry as has the 
section adjacent to Moultrie the state would 
at least be near the point today where the 
importation of meat products would no 
longer be a necessity. 

Joining in the invitation to all Georgians 
interested in the growth of the cattle indus- 
try, to attend this convention, are the Geor- 
gia branch of the Southern Settlement and 
Development organization, the Moultrie 
Chamber of Commerce, the Georgia Dairy 
and Live Stock association, the State Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry, the State College 
of Agriculture, and the following railroads: 
The Atlanta, Birmingham and Atlantic, the 
Georgia Northern, the Valdosta, Moultrie 
and Western, the Georgia and Florida, and 
the Flint River and Northeastern. 

“The future of Georgia and the south is 
inseparably linked with the future of the 
live stock business,” is an interesting state- 
ment appearing upon the invitation signed 
by the foregoing railroad companies and 
others indicated. The signature of these 
railroads to this invitation is particularly 
significant just now, when some of them at 
least, along with other railroads of the state. 
are petitioning the railroad commission for 
somewhat extraordinary increases in freight 
rates on the raw material and products of 
the very industry which this convention is 
seeking to build. 

»-There could be no more important busi- 
ness gathering held in Georgia just at this 
time. It is one regarding which farmers the 


state over need every possible encourage- 


ment. In it there is promise of their sal- 
vation from “one-crop” slavery. It points 
the way to that agricultural diversification 
which means greater prosperity for the 
farmer and the state. 

It would supply that encouragement, it 
would be almost a magnanimous thing on 
the part of the railroads of Georgia if they 
would demonstrate the sincerity of their 
protestations with regard to building this 
industry in Georgia, by announcing before 
the Moultrie convention that they had with- 
drawn their petition for increased rates for 
the transportation of live stock and the 
products thereof, within the limits of this 
state. 


PROHIBITION IN AUGUSTA. 


Editor Thomas W. Loyless, of The 
Augusta Chronicle, points out interesting 
and extraordinary advantages to the com- 
munity in many respects as the result of 
“prohibition that prohibits.’”’ He says: 


Results that are almost incompre- 
hensible are coming to pass in Augusta 
since prohibition ‘that prohibits has be- 
come a reality. It is mot alone in the 
crowded marts nor in the places of plenty 
that evidence of beneficial character is 
to be found, but in the highways and by- 
ways, where the lowly _and the lonely 
find their habitation, the benefits are 
fully attested. 


According to Editor Loyless, real prohibi- 
tion in Augusta, now that it has come to 
pass, is helping the person whom prohibi- 


‘tion laws were most intended to help—“the - 


poor devil who spent probably his last dollar 
and then went out to try, by some hook or 
crook, to get a little more to spend for 
whisky.” i 

The interesting pen picture of the 
Augusta situation as drawn by The Chron- 
icle, does not apply to that city alone, but 
to every large community in the state where 
the laws were violated and whisky was 
freely sold prior to the enactment of the 
present prohibition laws. Not only that, 
but the same conditions apply to many of 
the smaller towns and country communities 
of Georgia into which liquor was shipped by 
the demijohn and barrel without hindrance 
or restraint. 

“The only calamitous result that has yet 
been precipitated by prohibition up to date 
is the scarcity of convicts,” according to 
Editor Loyless, whose keen humor shines 
out even in the most serious discussion. 
There will be no wailing over the diminu- 
tion of stripes and chains. It may cost a 


few of the counties a little more money to | 


keep their public works going, but it will be 
money well spent and which will go to the 
daily maintenance of families instead of 
supporting larger convict gangs. 

It igs impossible to predict at this stage 
just how successful the new prohibition 
laws are going to be. It is certain, however, 
they are going to be fairly tried and tested. 
Not only will they be enforced here and 
there, or about in spots, but it has been 
made clear that the test is to reach every 
quarter and community of the state. 

But if the only misfortune they bring 
upon Georgia is a shortage in her convict 
gangs, it may be predicted in advance that 
they will have stood the test.

ORGANIZE EXCHANGE 
TO SECURE MARKETS 
FOR GEORGIA PRODUCT 


A large attendance of the canners of the 
state is expected at the meeting of the Geor- 
gia Canners’ exchange, which the Georgia 
Chamber of Conimerce has called for Wednes- 
day, June 21, at 10 a. m., at the Chamber of 
Commerce hall. 

R. R. Sibley, of Demorest, Ga. a strong 
advocate of the cause, in talking to a Con- 
stitution reporter Monday, said: 

“The exchange aims to make Georgia a 
great canning state. There are about 4,000 
members of canning clubs of Georgia. But 
Georgia has a low rating in the statistics of 
the country. 

“Our state is capable of producing many 
Products suitable for canning,” said Mr. Sib- 
ley. “These products can be packed here, 
and shipped to outside markets in sufficient 
quantities to bring to Georgia farmers an 
annual revenue of millions of dollars. The 
canning industry should be developed so as 
to place Georgia among the leading canning 
States of the union. The Georgia Canning 
exchange is being organized to assist in the 
establishment of canneries in every town in 
Georgia where a supply of canning materials 
can be raised.” 

Mr. Sibley said further that the exchange 
proposes to standardize the pack of Georgia 
can goods, put up by the different canneries, 
and will co-operate in every way in installing 
a uniform type of canning equipments, and 
the use of the same processes throughout, thus 
assuring uniformity and high quality. 

“The exchange expects to teach the can 
goods consumer that the name of Georgia 
On canned goods stands for the highest qual- 
ity, and is determined to place Georgia prod- 
ucts in a position equal, if not superior, to 
California goods. 

“Primarily, the exchange is a marketing 
and distributing organization, along the same 
general plan as the Georgia Fruit exchange 
and other marketing organizations. To se- 
in marketing, 
Standard pack and equipment and the gen- 
eral promotion of the development of the 
canning industry throughout the state are 
essential. The exchange is desirous of get- 
ting in touch with localities wishing can- 
neries established and with trade organiza- 
tions that will assist in the promotion of the 
same.” 


NO WOOD SHINGLES 
IN ATLANTA AFTER 
JANUARY 1, 1917 


The ordinance abolishing wood shingles 
in the city, introduced in council some weeks 
ago by Councilman Fred Woodall, was passed 
yesterday afternoon following a tie vote, 
which was broken by Alderman Kelley, act- 
ing chairman in place of Mayor Pro Tem. 
Jesse Armistead, who took the floor to speak 
on the finance sheet. It will become opera- 
tive January 1, 1917. 

The vote was as follows:

When the report of the ordinance commit- 
tee was called for it was found that in some 
manner the wood shingle ordinance was not 
included in the papers brought to council 
by Gordon Hurtel, secretary to the mayor, 
in whose charge they had been placed follow- 
ing the last meeting of the committee. The 
vote was delayed until the last part of the 
meeting because of this fact. It was later 
a and brought in by Walter Taylor, 
clerk. 

The ordinance provides that no wood shin- 
gles shall be used inside the city limits, aft- 
er it becomes effective. It further provides 
that the present wood shingle roofs shall 
not be repaired more than 50 per cent of 
their total area if they become damaged 
through fire or have to be repaired for any 
other reason. If it becomes necessary to re- 
pair more than 50 per cent of a wood roof, 
it must then be replaced with a fire-proof 
roofing material of some sort coming under 
the provisions of the ordinance.

DIVORCE EVIL SHOULD BE ABATED 
IN GEORGIA, SAYS JUDGE ELLIS 


Editor Constitution: I know you to be 
personally devoted to the uplift of humanity, 
and I have been pleased to see from time 
to time the efforts of The Constitution to 
call public attention to the growing evils 
of divorce. 

That it is a menace to the progress of en- 
lightenment, and I might say of civilization, 
all conservative people admit. In order to 
make this paper short, to make it easy to 
be read, to make it easily understood, I will 
condense the results I haye found from reli- 
able statistics and much careful observation. 
From statistics gathered by the United States 
census bureau in its investigations for the 
census of 1910, and from court records, I 
announce the following: 

1, The United States leads the civilized 
world in the number of divorces granted in 
proportion to population. 

2. The number of divorces granted in 
the United States each succeeding year has 
increased in a proportion double that of the 
increase in population, 

3. The character and standing of persons 
seeking divorces has steadily advanced. 

A. The number of divorced persons who 
quickly re-marry has increased in rapid pro- 
portion, showing that divorces are not only 
becoming in the public eye respectable, but 
popular. 

5. The divorce evil is growing very much 
greater in cities than in country towns, vill- 
lages and neighborhoods,‘ though it is in- 
creasing there, too. 


Conditions in Georgia.

T he- 
lieve that divorces should be granted in 
proper cases, but they should not be granted 
to suit the whims or caprices of people who 
obtain them now on their uncorroborated 
testimony.

Some of the lawyers in the legislature are 
earnestly in favor of doing something about 
this evil; they want to do what is right 
There are some, judging from speeches they 
made in the committee, who do not desire, 
and, if they can help it, will not permit any- 
thing to be done, 

Your paper reaches all classes of 
If the people realize the situation, 
demand that something be done. 
them, judging from many letters I have re- 
ceived, do most earnestly favor action. No 
law can entirely abate the trouble, but some 
laws will at least be deterrent. 

Let us proclaim that Georgia is not one 
of the easiest places in the United States 
to procure a divorce. Let us show this by 
enacting some remedial legislation on the 
subject. 

I do not care for netoriety 
other subjects. I do not ask that you pub- 
lish this letter.

Crane Company Offer. 


Manager E, H. Thompson, of the At- 
lanta branch of the Crane company, 
large plumbing and mill supply man- 
ufacturers of Chicago, was in receipt 
of a telegram from his headquarters 
late Monday afternoon ordering him 
to give any employee who was a mem- 
ber of the militia six months’ leave of 
absence with full pay and the assur- 
ance that if they were in service long- 
er than six months, further financial 
provisions would be made for them, 
as well as their jobs being kept open 
until their return. 

The action of the Crane company is 
in line with similar steps which are 
being taken by ‘every manufacturer 
and merchant througnout the United 
States, following President Wilson's 
call for soldiers Sunday night. Simi- 
lar action has been taken by many 
local merchants and manufacturers. 

The telegram from the Crane com- 
pany to its Atlanta manager reads as 
follows:

By. Adjutant General Nash 


Following the receipt from Govefnor 
Nat E. Harris of orders to mobilize 
the Georgia National Guard, with the 
exceptian of the coast artillery and the 
unattached battalion of infantry, Adju- 
tant General J. Van Holt Nash yester- 
day morning issued the necessary or- 
ders and full instructions for the mo- 
‘bilization of the state’s forces this 
morning at 8 o’clock. 

Besides his orders to the commanders 
of the national guard instructing them 
to mobilize their. commands Tuesday 
morning at 8 o’clock, the adjutant 
general issued two general orders, one 
being general order No. 8, setting out 
the conditions under which the national 
guard will muster into the federal serv- 
ice, and the other, known as general 
order No. 9, giving the detail instruc- 
tions for carrying out the mobilization 
of the troops. 

Orders to Officers. 

The order to the commanders of the 

national guard is as follows: 


“Atlanta, Ga., June 19, 1916. 
“Commanders Entire National Guard of 

Georgia: 

“With the exception of the coast artil- 
lery and third separate battalion you are 
directed to assemble the organization of 
your command at their respective home sta- 
tions at 8 o'clock a. m., June 20, 1916, in 
field uniforms, preparatory to their muster 
into the United States army at a later date, 
and to recruit up to a minimum strength 
of 65, and if possible, the maximum of 142, 
at once; and report when ready to procee 
to mobilization camp. The detailed order 
follows.

General Order No. 8, is as folows: 

“The secretary of war having notified the 
Zovernor of this state at before the or- 
ganized militia of Georgia can be recognized 
by the federal government as national guard, 
and receive federal recognition and support 
under provisions of the new congressional 
act, approved June 3, 1916, or receive there- 
under any benefit whatsoever, in the way 
of pay funds, appropriations or equip- 
ment that each and every officer and en- 
listed man of the present force must take 
and subscribe to the oath prescribed for 
them respectively in sections 70 and 78, of 
said act, as follows: : 

“ ‘Section 70—I de hereby acknowledge 
to have voluntarily enlisted this day 
of 19.., as a soldier in the na- 
the United States and of the 
State of Georgia for the period of three 
years in service and three years in reserve, 
under the condition prescribed by law, un- 
less sooner discharged by proper authori- 
ties. And I do solemnly swear that I will 
bear true faith and allegiance to the United 
States of America and to the state of Geor- 
gia and that | will serve them honestly and 
faithfully against all of their enemies, who- 
soever, and that I will obey the orders of 
the president of the United States and ‘of 
the governor of the state of Georgia and of 
all officers appointed over me according to 
law and the rules and articles of war.’ 

“Credit for time served under old en- 
listment will be given on new contract. 

** ‘Section 73. I, , do solemnly swear 
that I will support and defend the constitu- 
tion of the United States and the constitu- 
tion of the state of Georgia against all 
their enemies, foreign and domestic, and that 
I will bear true faith and allegiance to 
the same; and that I will obey the orders 
of the president of the United States and of 
the governor of the state of Georgia; and

“The oaths for officers and contracts and 
oaths for enlisted men will be subscribed 
and sworn to before a recognized officer of 
the national guard. To be qualified for 
this duty the officer must first have sub- 
scribed to the oath for commissioned offi- 
cers of the national guard in the form set 
forth above, before a notary publio or an 
officer of the regular army.

‘New York, June 19.—High sugar 
prices will continue for some time aft- 
er the European war, Claus A. Spreck- 
els, president of the Federal Sugar Re- 
aning Company, declared in address- 
ing the annual meeting of the com- 
pany’s stockholders here today. He 
also announced that no portion of the 
surplus of the company would be dis- 
tributed to holders of common shares 
at present, but that the money will be 
used for betterment. 

“Unlike other commodities for 
which the war has created an abnor- 
mal demand,” said Mr. Spreckels, “sug- 
ar is an essential at all times and to 
all peoples. The destruction of mills, 
the ravaging of fields, and the slaugh- 
ter of workmen have put it completely 
out of the power of foreign sugar pro- 
ducing countries to supply any part of 
their own or the world’s needs and the 
condition is, in my opinion, likely to 
endure for several years after the war

England, 
France, Switzerland, Greece and other 
countries, which formerly drew their 
own supply, in part at least, from con- 
tinental Europe, now depend on the 
American market and, as a conseé- 
quence, the price of sugar has risen to 
a degree which insures a comfortable 
profit.”

TO TAKE NEW OATH

ted with the utmost promptitude 
was indicated by dispatches received by 
The Constitution last night. The mem- 
bers of these organizations have ex- 
pressed themselves as ready to go at 
a moment’s notice. It is most likely 
thht the adjutant general will be ap- 
prised of the completed mobilization of 
every organization in the state now 
under orders before sundown Tuesday. 

When each man reports for duty at 
his armory this morning, however, it 
does not mean that he is then a mem- 
ber of the militia which will be mob- 
ilized at Macon to be sent to the Mex- 
ican border, for the war department 
has announced that it will not recog- 
nize any man as a member of the na- 
tional guard until he has taken the 
oath required under the new act regu- 
ulating the militia. This decision on 
the part of Washington virtually makes 
the new act effective immediately. 

Must Take New Oath. 

Every man and officer of the Geor- 
gia militia who has not already taken 
this new oath will be required to do 
so immediately. The effect of this 
oath will be that of pledging one’s 
self to go anywhere in the service o: 
the United States that the president 
may order, and this service is not re- 
stricted to the territory of the United 
States. Under this oath it will be pos- 
sible for the president not merely tc 
order the militia to the border, as i: 
the scope of the order under which th« 
troops of Georgia are now being mob- 
ilized, but the president may order th: 
troops across the border and into Mex- 
co. 
eg RO from Washington are 
that any declining to take the oath un- 
der the new regulations are to be re- 
lieved from further service. 

Those taking the oath under the new 
regulations’ will be given credit in the 
new enlistment for time served under 
the old enlistment. The new enlistment 
is for a period of six years, three of 
which are to be served in actiye servy- 
ice and the remaining three years to 
be served in the reserve. 

Here Is New Oath. 

The oath which enlisted men will be 
required to take under the new regula- 
tions is contained in section 70 of the 
new act. Section 70 reads as follows: 

“Enlisted men in the national guard of 
the several states, territories and the is- 
trict of Columbia now serving under enlist- 
ment contracts which contain an obligation 
to defend the constitution of the United 
States and to obey the orders of the presi- 
dent of the United States shall be recog- 
nized as members of the national guard un-
